The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

1. (currently amended) A powder delivery system containing comprising a chamber storing a 
haemostatic composition comprising dry gelatin powder having a mean particle size in the range 
of 30-250 (im and hyaluronic acid, said chamber having at least one discharge opening sized for 
distributing said composition. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-9, 14, 16- 
26, 32, 50-51, 60 are drawn to a powder delivery system comprising a chamber storing a 
haemostatic composition comprising dry gelatin powder having a mean particle size in the range

of 30-250 (im and hyaluronic acid, and a method for promoting haemostasis in a patient in need 
thereof, said method comprising spraying said haemostatic composition onto an area where 
bleeding occurs. Applicants' remarks received March 31, 2010 are persuasive to overcome the 
cited 103(a) references (Ferdman et al, Yamamoto et al., and Silver et al.). Applicants note the 
Yannas reference (US 4280954; IDS 09.03.08) teach away from using hyaluronic acid in a 
hemostatic composition. A search of the prior art reveals that the instant invention is novel. 
Further, the prior art does not suggest the invention as claimed and therefore, said invention is 
non-obvious. 

Claims 1-9, 14, 16-26, 32, 50-51, 60 are allowed.
